In fact, I very much prefer 
not to place myself in the attitude of an 
accuser Of anybody, and what I, wish to 
Suggest to you, and wish all the people 
could know, is that very serious charges 
are now made and that during the campaign 
we shall unquestionably have them to face. 
It is an open secret that the prohibitory 
law has not been enforced in the larger 
cities. You Know I am not, to draw it mild. 
ly, @ prohibtion crank. yet it is very easy 
for me to see how readily corrupt practices 
become associated with systematic disre- 
gard and violation of the law. Our opponent 
in the campaign can start é6ut with the 
clear and admitted proposition that the 
prohibitory law has been generally disre- 
garded in the larger cities, I fear also that 
they can easily show systematic boodling 
by the police departments. How much evi- 
dence will then be required to convince 
those of our people who are specially inter- 
ested in the enforcement of the prohibitory 
law that the administration is directl¥ con- 
nected with all these practices?

WHO IS SHE? 


A Woman in an Asylum Who Puzzles 
the Officers. 

Memphis, Tenn., August 5.—At the Shel- 
by county insane asylum is a woman who 
is puzzling the authorities and is’a mys- 
tery to herself. March 25th she was found 
by the Memphis police wandering the 
Streets with a baby some three weeks old 
in her arms. She said, when she was taken 
in charge, that she was Mrs. Jacob Rosen- 
berg, the wife of the manager of the Davis 
plantation, near Helena, Ark. It was only 
on condition. that her husband be at once 
notified of her plight that she would con- 
sent to be taken to the asylum, and she 
expressed the utmost confidence that she 
would be obliged to remain in durance only 
a day or so. The woman, when found, 
was well dressed. She seemed of more 
than ordinary refinement. 

Since that day she has evinced not the 
Slightest sign of insanity and today, if 
word could be obtained of her family, she 
would be released at once. The only sign 
that she is not all that she should be'men- 
tally, is that, although she apparently re- 
members the names of her friends and 
family perfectly, no such persons exist so 
far as can be learned. 

The case seems to be one of lost identity. 
She says her father’s name is Moses Klein 
and that he lives itn Cincinnati, where she 
was born. She relates that she @as edu- 
eated in the public schools of Cincinnat! 
and afterwards graduated at the Lebanon, 
Ohio, normal college, where she was the 
class poet in 1888. She also studied in the 
Boston school of oratory and afterwards 
taught in the north side public schools of 
Chicago, and boarded while there with Dr. 
Arnets, on Lincoln avenue. She shortly 
afterwards married Jacob Rosenberg, a 
jaweler, and went to Brooklyn, N. Y., and 
lived there until she moved to. Helena. Her 
story is connected and straight, giving 
names and numbers, but letters and tele- 
grams are returned with ‘no such person 
known’’ inscribed thereon. 


CHICAGO'S UNEMPLOYED. 


Professor Small’s Advice to the Poor 
People. 

Chicago, August 5.—The head professor 
of sociology in the University of Chicago, 
Dr. Albion W. Small, in an interview on 
the prospects of the unemployed of Chicago 
for the coming winter, said: 

‘Unless the people of Chicago who have 
a chance to work at any price, accept that 
chance, we shall have a condition of mis- 
ery in Chicago that will exceed by 100 per 
cent anything experienced last winter. The 
pecple who gave money last winter for the 
support of the unfortunates will have far 
less to contribute this year. Those who 
were’able last year to lay aside something 
from the business profits incident to the 
world’s fair are now scarcely able to meet 
necessary expenses. | 

“My practical suggestion for the poor of 
Chicago is to take anything they can get 
to do and count themselves lucky if they 
can get anything. The Civic Federation 
has already begun to play for the winter's 
work and the task is not an encouraging 
one. I am convinced there have been in 
Hyde park more people looking for cold 
victuals during the month of July than at 


any time last year.”’

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RMANY'S NBW BILL 


To Repress Socialism and Anarchism 
‘+ . Discussed by the Papers, 


When It Is Laid Before the Ger- 
man Parliament, 


RIGHTER’S EDITORIAL ON THE BILL 


He Says the Social Democracy Would Not 
He;Harmed by It—But the Govern- 
ment Supporters Think Different, 


. Berlin, August 5.—The announcement of 
The Nord Deutsche Allegemine Zeitung that 
bills for the repression of socialism and 
anarchism will be laia before parliament, 

in all mouths. That it preludes a bit- 
t@r political conflict nobody can doubt. Be- 
fore it was made the report was abroad 
that several heads of federal states, nota- 

y Bavaria, Saxony and Baden, had been 

ing the emperor to assent to the re- 

wal of the old exceptional laws in mod- 
i form. Well grounded fears that the 

port was true were voiced at once in 
liberal quarters. The vigor of the protests 
gives a foretaste of the bitterness which 
the government’s proposals will bring into 
politics. 

Professor Delbrueck, in his paper, pre- 
dicts what will happen after the new anti- 
socialistic bill shall have been passed. The 
hope of the masses that they can attain 
to their legitimate aims through direct par- 
Hamentary action, he says, will become 
vaguer, the tendency to avenge their 
wrongs by other means will increase, the 
revolutionary danger will grow instead of 
lessening and the causes of social discon- 
tent, instead of being cured, will take on 
more aggravated forms. 

The Freissinige Zeitung, Eugene Rich- 
ter’s radical daily, expresses similar opin- 
ions. After analyzing the case of Santo 
Cesario, the murderer of President Carnot, 
it says: 

“Against such crimes exceptional laws 
are of no avail. The uselessness of the 
new French Jaw has been demonstrated 
throughout Cesario’s trial.’’ 

On ‘tthe othen hand, The Hamburger 
Nachrichten fights for its patron, Prince 
Bismarck, and inveighs against everybody 
who points to the failure of his repressive 
laws. ‘Professor Delbrueck’s article,” it 
Says, “is an appeal to cowardice. No 
statesman can allow the threats of the 
enemies of order to influence his policy. 
The danger to which the heads of the gov- 
ernment may be exposed in taking a cer- 
tain course of action will not influence 
.them if the measures decided upon be 
Geemed necessary to the safety of the 
state,”’ 

Herr Richter’s Comments. 

_Thepye is still much doubt as to the exact 
Pagers ofthe bills to which The. Nord 
‘Deutsche Allegemine Zeitung. alludes 
‘its fatal announcement. In last evening’s 
’ Freissinige Zeitung, Richter expressed the 
belief that the government would continue 
to act upon the conviction that while it 
was mecessary' to attempt, by law, the 
Suppression of the social democracy, it 
would not serve the purpose to enact ex- 
ceptional laws. Richter does not doubt, 
however, that strong reactionary changes 
in the criminal law are contemplated. His 
information is to this effect. 

Coynt Botho Zu Eulenburg, the Prussian 
premier, has placed himself in strong an- 
tagonism to the chancellor, and with Dr. 
Miquel, ts calling for a dashing campaign 
against the democrats in Prussia. He 
prefers to grant the pOlice power ‘to sup- 
press summarily all political meetings call- 
ed by anti-government parties. He wishes 
to strike all who oppose the government. 
He thus would throw down the gauntlet 
to the parties who constitute a majority 
of the reichstag. There is, consequently, 
good reason for a combination of all lib- 
eral elements in Prussian politics to fight 
the Eulenburg group of reactionists, 

“The social democracy,”’ says Richter, in 
closing his leader, ‘‘would not be harmed 
by exceptional laws. On the _ contrary, 
such laws would benefit them by closing 
their ranks.”’ 

Richter points clearly to a government 
plan of divergent policies in Prussia and 
the empire, with the reaction in full con- 
trol of Prussia. This idea, however, does 
not correspond with The Nord Deutsche 


Allegemine Zeitung’s statement, nor with 
general opinion. He is right, without doubt, 
in saying that repressive measures would 
consolidate the social democratic ranks. 

The Magdeburger Zeitung, of Thursday, 
said that the leaders in the social democ- 
racy central organization had intended to 
cast out of the. party, at the next congress 
in Frankfort, all opportunists of the Voll- 
mar-Grillinberger class, but now this plan 
- had been abandoned, as the schism in the 
party had disappeared and all members 
were ready to close up and fight under one 
banner. Even the independent social dem- 
ocrats, who were expelled from the last 
congress, says The Madgeburger Zeitung, 
aré likely to be brought back into the fold. 

Comment of Others. 

The morning dailies comment thus on 
The Nord Deutsche Allegemine Zeitung’ 
announcement: 

Vossische Zeitung: “It is simply ridicu- 
lous to allege that existing Prussian laws, 
as to the rights of coalition and assembly, 
are too mild. If the government tries again 
to increase the rigors of repression. it 
will simply aggravate the social democ- 
racy’s hatred of existing conditions.’”’ 

Tageblatt: ‘‘Hee must be blind who be- 
lieves that polfce omnipotence is a cure 
for all ailments of the social body.” 

Vorwaerts (social democrat): **Bis- 
marck’s exceptional laws were well tried. 
The social democrats overcame them and 
would soon have done with any mew ex- 
ceptional laws. We have nothing to fear.’ 

The Leipziger Neueste Nachrichten pub- 
lished on Thursday a remarkable inter- 
view with Dr. Horst, president of the Nor- 
wegian Odelsthing.’ Dr. Horst said: “If 
the government continues refractory in the 
matters at issue between Sweden and Nor- 
way, we either will force the ministry to 
resign or will arraign them* before the high 
tribunal. After the solution of ‘the ques- 
tion as to separate consulates the liberals 
will demand a separate minister of foreign 
affairs and internal reforms, in@uddag 
womens’ suffrage. The Storthing election 
‘will begin on August l13th,and end on Oc- 
tober 12th. It will be a struggle of im- 
mense interest to Germany as determining 
the union or division of Scandinavia and 
the fate of the monarchy in Norway, pos- 
sibly also in Sweden.” :

A BIMTER’ CONFLICT IS EYPROTED 
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in the Japanese army, while numerous 
Japanese officers have got their educations 
in German regiments. The latter have 
shown always high capacity for learning 
the art of war. Genera) Oshima, now com- 
manding the Japanese army in Corea, 
Studied the’ German system carefully and 
used his influence to engage Colonel Frei- 
herr von Gotschreiber to organize the 
Japanese general staff.

HOW THE KOW SHUNG WAS SUNK. 


Colonel Henneken, One of the Sur- 
vivors, Tells the Story. 

London, August 5.—The Times will to- 
morrow publish a dispatch from Shanghai, 
stating that Colonel van Henneken, for- 
merly aid-de-camp to the viceroy, who was 
among those rescued from the British 
steamer Kow Shung, has given his testt- 
mony before the commission appointed to 
inquire into the facts relative to the sinking 
of the vessel. Colonel van Henneken said 
that the Naniwa ordered the Kow Shung 
to come to order, which order was obeyea. 
Then the Japanese commander ordered the 
transport to hoist her anchor, get under 
way and follow the Naniwa to Japan. As 
soon as the substance of this order became 
known to the Chinese troops on the Kow 
Shung they insisted that the order be not 
obeyed, informing the officers that they 
preferred death to being cast into a Japan- 
ese prison. 

Captain Galsworthy, the master of the 
Kow Shung, explained. to the Japanese 
commander that the Kow Shung was a4 
British vegsel and stated that she had ieft 
port before hostilities between Japan and 
China commenced. He offered to abandon 
the voyage and return to China. After a 
little time, the Naniwa displayed signals 
reading, “Abandon the ship.”’ 

To this Captain Galsworthy then sig- 
nalled in reply: ‘‘Impossible; the troops will 
not permit me to leave.” 

When this signal was read the Naniwa 
withdrew for a little further distance from 
the Kow Shung and discharged a torpedo 
at the transport. The torpedo struck the 
hull of the Kow Shung and exploded, tear- 
ing a great rent in her bottom. 

As the transport was sinking the Naniwa 
fired a broadside into her. A half-hour 
afterward the Naniwa lowered an armed 
boat, which cruised about the place where 
the transport had gone down, firing upon 
the men who were struggling in the water. 

\ Hanneken’s Story Confirmed. 

Dispatches received at the foreign office 
from Shanghai confirm The Timeg dispatch 
as to the testimony given by Colonel von 
Hanneken. Theofficial advices show that 
some of the British officers of the Kow 
Shung jumped overbvard from ‘the vessel 
ond were rescued by boats from. the 
Japanese warship. 

The government has received no confirma- 
tion of the report that the emperor of 
China has deprived Viceroy Li Hung Chang 
of the yellow riding jacket. 


JAPS LICK THE CHINESE. 


An Engagement Off the Corean Coast 
in Which the Chinese Lost. 


London, August 5.—A dispatch to The 
Central News from Shanghai, dated August 
5th, says: 

“It is reported that there has been an- 
other engagement off the Corean coast in 
which three Chinese warships were cap- 
tured by the Japanese. The report has not 
been confirmed. 

“A Japanese mob attacked the Chinese 
residents in Kobe a day or two ago, se- 
verely maltreating them. A dangerous riot 
ensued in which many were injured. 

‘‘A Chinese mob in Takau insulted the 
members of the Japanese legation as they 
were returning home from Pekin, The 
mob’s action led to a tumult, which was 
speedily suppressed by the authorities. 
The Japanese in Canton have been attacked 
by a number of roughs, but so far there has 
been no serious trouble there. 

“The European municipal council of 
Shanghai has warned the volunteers to be 
ready to act promptly in the event of riot- 
ing or incendiarism. 

“The Smith & Cass coasting vessels. 
which now fly the American flag, have been 
forbidden by the American consul to land 
munitions of war in Formosa.”’ 

The officials of the Chinese legation in 
London say that they have received no in- 
formation concerning the naval engagement 
mentioned in the foregoing dispatch. They 
also profess to regard the fight of July 29th 
as a trifling and overrated affair. 


Says the Japs Are Brutal. 


London, August 5.—The Standard main- 
tains that, despite every excuse deducible 
from later reports, there is nothing that 
exonerates Japan from the charge of 
brutality and barbarism towards hte Chi- 
nese. Not long ago, it says, an incident 
like the Kow Shung affair would have im- 
mediately brought a British squadron to 
Tokio. The Standard proposes that Rus- 
sia and England jointly demand that both 
China and Japan withdraw their forces 
from Corea forthwith and entrust the gov- 
ernment of the peninsula to an interna- 
tional conference. ‘‘Failing in this,’’- The 
Standard adds, ‘‘we must anticipate a very 
anxiots period, and nio time should be lost 
in increasing the British squadron in the 
far east.’’ 

A Chinese Invention. 


London, August 6.—The Daily Chronicle 
says that there is no reason to believe that 
the battle reported to have been fought 
July 29th is identical with the two days’ bat- 
tle referred to on August ist, when the 
Japanese were Said to have repeatedly at- 
tacked the Chinese entrenchéd at Yahun 
and to have been repulsed at all points 
with heavy loss. The Chroni¢le considers 
the earlier story a Chinese invention. Re- 
verting to the Kow Shung affair, The 
Chronicle says: 

“It is not easy to sed what else the Ja- 
panese could have done. Soldiers who will 
not retreat or surrender must take the 
chance of being killed.’’ 


Sternberg Has Escaped. 

Berlin, August 5.—The Frankfort Zeitung 
says that the man, Felohorsky Adas Baron 
Sternberg, who was arrested in Nishch, 
Servia, a few weeks ago on a requisition 
from Russia, escaped from the Russian 
consulate in Salonica, a week ago, and 
took refuge aboard an American naval ves- 
sel, which sailed away with him ten days 
later, the captain having refused to sur- 
render him. 


Charged with High Treason.

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ARTIFICIAL MUSTARD AND RUBBER 


&re Now Being Made Successfully, and 
Milk and Other Articles Will Be 
Manufactured Next. 


(Copyright, 1894, by 8. S. McClure, Limited.) 

Paris, July 25.—In a previous letter I 
gave some account of a visit I had lately 
paid to the eminent French chemist,. Pro- 
‘fessor Berthelot, and reporting a talk I 
had with him regarding the fabrication of 
the stables of human food in the chemi‘st’s 
laboratory and the possible extinction there- 
by of the whole industry of agriculture. 
it is not alone to the production of the 
natural food compounds already in familiar 
use, however, that Professor Berthelot 
thinks that the chemist will advance. ‘‘Per- 
haps,”’ said he, as our talk continued, ‘“‘the 
ereatest importance, and certainly the pro- 
foundest charm, in the study of synthetic 
chemistry is the certain evidence which it 
offers of the discovery and manufacture 
of many compounds now entirely unknown, 
‘whose effect upon human health, hunran 
life, and human happiness no o.ie can pos- 
sibly conjecture. Armed with the elements 
and with the knowledge of the laws by 
which classes of complex compounds com- 
bine with other classes of complex com- 
pounds not yet met with in nature, whose 
influence upon human life, as I have said, 
@o nnd can possibly foretell.” 

“What do you think of *Tyndall’s dogma, 
that from the non-living the living can 
mever be obtained?’ I asked. 

“We do not know enough about the ques- 
tion to dogmatize,” said he, simply. ‘We 
Shall see what we sball see.” 

Artificial Mustard and Rubber. 


Outside of the products named in our pre- 
vious talk, the proved results of synthetic 
chemistry appeared to be already numer- 
ous. The oil of bitter almonds is now 
being made direct, commercially, as is the 
oil of mustard. In fact, mustard made from 
the latter is preferred for use as an irri- 
tant by many physicians in consequence ot 
its purity, which is perfect, whereas the 
natural mustard contains other compounds 
mot entirely desirable in this connection. 
Calicyiic acid, tartaric acid, the acid of 
unripe grapes and citric acid, the sour prin- 
cipie of lemons and other fruits, are made 
direct. Artificial turpentine is being ac- 
tively sought after, and from it chemists 
expect to obtain artificial caoutchouc. Long 
before the promised failure of the rubber 
trees to supply the demands’ 6f commerce, 
synthetic rubber will in all probability have 
filled the want. From a review of what 
synthetic chemistry has already done, the 
professor passed to the subject of what 
it may reasonably be expected to do. He 
said: 

“The production of food stuffs upon a 
commercial scale by synthetic chemistry 
will naturally depend upon two things—the 
cheapness of production and the quality of 
the result. Take artificial butier as an 
instance. Twenty years ago, in this coun- 
try, the idea was conceived of making pbut- 
ter from beef fat. This was an intermedi- 
@te synthetis which consisted in extracting 
the oleo-palmitine from the fat by melting, 
cooling and pressure. The extract was 
then treated with milk, churned and color- 
ed as the dairymen color natural butter. 
The growth of the oleomargarine industry 
has been extensive, and its manufacture 
now takes place on a large scale. The best 
artificial butter approaches so closely to 
real butter that the difference is not very 
great. In the same way, whenever syn- 
thetic chemistry is ready and the commer- 
cial conditions have been met, artificial 
chemical food will infringe upon the sphere 
of the natural in wther directions. Nature, 
mowever, produces very cheaply, and nc 
man will desire to lose money for the 
pleasure of making chemical food. 

Milk as Eusy to Fabricate as Batter. 


“There is no reason, nevertheless, since 
we aie making artificial butter, why we 
phould not before long make artificial milk. 
Milk consists of, say, 3.50 per cent, of milk 
fats, olein, stearire, butyrine, palmitine and 
others, 3.98 per cent, of caseine, 4 per cent 
of milk sugar, and 86.87 per cent of water, 
with traces of other substances which have 
been determined. It will not be a very 
dificult problem for synthetic chemistry to 
mingle these constituents in these propor- 
tions, and make a milk that will as nearly 
approach natural milk in meeting the de- 
mands and desires of the public as artifi- 
ciai butter approaches natural butter. So, 
too, the variation of proportions would be 
easy, and asses’ milk, goats’ milk, or any 
Other milk desired could be furnished from 
the same laboratory as easy as cows’ milk. 
The only necessity is that we shall be able 
to make all the solid constituents mentioned, 
and this is simply a matter of time. In 
short, milk factories muy be looked for 
just as soon as the constituents can be di- 
rectly ani cheaply obtained.” 

“Will such milk be as healthful as that 
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All That's Necessary to Create Meat 
and Potatoes. 
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from the bowels of the 
coming when, by methods already foreseen 
and unnecessary to describe, we snall 
store and make use of the heat of the sun. 
But greater. far greater importance 
than this will be the ultimate ani wide-

“The incessant advances of science give 
us a sure basis upon which to expect $ 
limitless amount of energy drawn trom 
this sourte. It will suffice, to utilize the 
central heat, to sink pits, from — ro 4,000 
meters (3, to 4,400 yards) in 
this is a problem in engineering 
in the powers of the engineers o 
ent day, to say nothing of the engineers 
of the future. At this depth we should find 
great heat, constant and unvarying, the

And this will be force 
which will be available everywhere, ali 
over the globe, and equally the biessing 
with the property which results from it 
of all nations and all peoples which seek 
its use. Given such sources of energy, 
the artificial production of food will be a 
much simpier proBlem and will more rapid- 
ly fall into the hands of chemistiy. 

All the World to Be Fed Full at 
Little Cost. 


“The hard preliminary work is done. 
The synthesis of the fats and oils I myself 
accomplished years ago. That of the sug- 
ars and carbo-hydrates is the study of the 
present time, and thut of the nitrogenous 
compounds is not far off. Carbon from 
carbonic acid, oxygen and hydrogen from 
water, and nitrogen from the air will be a 
source of food for all the world. What the 
animals and vegetables have produced 
through the energy of nature, we shall 
produce as well, if not better, by our study 
of nature’s laws. Strange though it may 
seem, the day will come when man will sit 
down to dine from his toothseme tablet 
of nitrogenous matter, his portions of Sav- 
ory fat, hia balls of starch compounds, his 
castorful of aromatic spices, and his bottles 
of wine or spirits, whieh have all been eco- 
nomically manufactured in his own facto- 
ries, independent of irregular seasons, un- 
affected bv frost, and free from the mi- 
crobes with which over-generous nature 
sometimes modifies the value of her gifts.’ 
“And all this will be due to chemis- 
try?” ; 

All Parts of the Earth Will Be Alike 
Fertile. 


“To chemistry and her sister science, 
rhysics. If one chooses to base dreams, 
prophetic fancies, upon the facts of tne 
present, one may dream of alterations in 
the present conditions of human life 80 
great as to be beyond our contemporary con- 
ception. One can foresee the disappearance 
of the beasts from our fields. because horses 
will no longer be used for traction or cattle 
for food. The countless acres now given 
over to growing grain and producing vines 
will be agricultural antiquities, which. wiil 
have passod out of the memory of men. 
The equal distribution of natural food ma- 
terials will have done away with protection- 
ism, with custom houses, with national fron- 
tiers kept wet with human blood. Man 
will have grown tod wise for war, and war's 
necessity will have ceased to be. The air 
will be filled with aerjal motors, flying by 
forces borrowed from chemistry. Distances 
will diminish, and the distinction between 
fertile and non-fertile regions, from the 
causes named, will largely have passed 
away. It may even transpire that deserts 
now uninhabited may be made to blossom, 
and be sought after as great seats of pomu- 
lation in pnoference to the alluvial, plains 
and rich valleys, soils fat with putn:faction, 
which we now occupy. which constitute the 
great agricultural an@ popular centers of 
today.’’ 

“And Man?” 


**Man should grow in sweetness and no- 
bility, because he will have done with war, 
with existence based upon the slaughter of 
beasts. Perhaps—this is only a dream, re- 
member—synthetic chemistry, or something 
that we might call spiritual chemistry, will 
develop means to as profoundly alter man’s 
moral nature as matorial chemistry will 
change the conditions of his environment. 
There is no fear that art, beauty and the 
charm of human existence are destined to 
disappear. If the surfac. of the earth ceases 
to be divided, and I may say disfigured by 
the geometrical devices of agriculture. it 
will regain its Ratural verdure of woods and 
flowers. Man, becoming familiar with the 
principles and responsibjlitivs of self-gov- 
ernmént, will be more easily governed. The 
favored portions of the earth will become 
vast gardens, in which the human race wil] 
dwell amid a poace, a luxury, and an abun- 
oases recalling the golden age of bogendary 
ore.

republicans been napping they could have 
easily elected their judicial ticket. The

Living with Their Heads O@. 

Most persons of an observing turn of 
mind are aware of the fact that there are 
several species of insects that will continue 
to live without seeming inconvenience for 
some time after decapitation, exact knowl- 
edge on the length of time which the va- 
rious. species. of. insects would sur- 
vive. such mutilation 
what vegue, Professor Conestrini once 
undertook a series of experimenw 
P with a view ot determining that 
and other facts in relation to the wonderfal 
vitality of such creatures. In each case 
the head was smoothly removed with a 
pair of thin-bladed forceps, and when spon- 
taneous movements of wings and legs 
ceased he employed sundry irritating de- 
vices, ‘such as pricking, squeezing and 
blowing tobacco smoke over the insect. As 
a result of these experiments, he ascer- 
tained that members of the beetle family 
at onee showed signs of suffering, while 
such as ants, bees, wasps, etc., remained 
for hours unaffected. Some which seemed 
stunned from the effects of the operation 
recovered after a time, and continued to 
live and enjoy a headless existence for s2v- 
ral days. Butterflies and moths seemed but 
little affected by the guillotining process, 
and the common flies (diptera) appeared to 
regard the operation as a huge joKe. 

‘he common house fly,” says our experi- 
mentet, “appeared to be in full possession 
of his senses (rather paradoxical, when 
in. all probabilities the canary had swal- 
lowed head, sense and all) thirty-six hours 
after being operated upon.” 

The bodies of some species of butterflies 
survived as long as eighteen days after the 
head had been removed, but the head itself 
geldom showed signs of Kfe longer than six 
hours after decapitation. In the general 
summary of these huge experiments we are 
informed that the last signs of life were 
manifested either in the middle or last pair 
of legs; and that the myriopods showed 
great tenacity of life ‘‘and appeared wholly 
indifferent to the loss of their heads.”’ 
Three Kinds of Corpuscles in Blood. 


Besides the red and white blood ocorpu- 
scles (the only two described by the average 
physiologist, there is a third kind In the 
blood of mammals, but the exact nature of 
its elements is not as yet fully under- 
stood. It was eleven years ago (1383) that 
Professor Bizzozero first made known the 
existence of this third element in the biood, 
(see Smithsonian report for 1883, page 736), 
and the majority of physicians and writers 
on physiology have not yet learned that 
such a discovery has ever been made. This 
new corpuscle is a colorless lensshaped 
‘disk, very minute, being sé¢arceéely’ one-half 
the size of the red corpuscles, and wholly 
destitute of haemoglobin. Bizzozero gays 
that they are especially interesting on ac- 
count of their supposed physiological Trela- 
tions. It is claimed by our eminent authori- 
ties that they are the chief factors in coag- 
ulation and that fibron is derived from their 
disintegration. This view is entirely differ- 
ent from those previously enunciated, which 
chiefly referred the fibron to the breaking 
down of the white corpuscles. 

Recent investigation on the blood of birds 
and amphibians reveals an homologous ele- 
ment with the newly differentiated corpus- 
cle—pale, nucleated blood-plates, whose 
functfons are similar to the third blood cor- 
puscle in mammals. 

Daration of Life Among Doctors. 

One of the most curfous statistical records 
that has been compiled this century is 
that by Dr. Salzmann, of Essling, Wur- 
temburg, on the average duration of life 
among physicians. He found, on going 
Over the aricient records of the kingdom, 
that in the sixteenth century the average 
duration of life among that class was but 
36.6 years; in the seventeenth century, 45.8; 
in the eighteenth, 49.8, and at the present 
time they reach the favorable average of 
56.7. It appears from the foot notes to the 
above that this very great increase in lon- 
gevity is due to the disappearance of the 
“black pest,” the introduction of vaccina- 
tion and the great diminution in the num- 
ber of typhus epidemics, three classes of 
diseases which formerly devimated the 
medical practitioners. | 

Death from Fright. 

Perhaps the most remarkable death from 
fear that has ever been placed on record 
was that of the Dutch painter, Pentman, 
who lived in the seventeenth century. One 
day he entered the anatomical room of a 
celebrated Dutch college with the intention 
of sketching some sktHls and skeletons for 
a picture he was about to paint. He had 
beén out the night before, and, becoming 
drowsy, fell asleep among the ghastly 
specimens. 

He was awakened by a loud noise, and 
upon opening his eyes beheld the skulls 
dancing upon the shelves and the skeletons 
suspended from the ceiling, clashing their 
bones in a most threatening manner. In 
a fit.of horror, he threw himself out at the 
window, but did not receive the slightest 
injury from that source. A few moments 
later he was informed that an earthquake 
had caused the commotion in the dead- 
house, but the explanation did not quiet his 
nerves. A few hours later he took to his 
bed and died within three days of nervous 
tremors brought on by the fright.

Milk-Giving Male Animals. 

Dr. C. Hart Merriam, chief Of the divis- 
ion of ornothology and imammalogy in con- 
nection with the agricultural department 
at Washington, once made some interesting 
observations on the milk-giving faculty of 
the males of a western species of rabbit 
called Baird’s hare. The publication of these 
odd facts revived an old account of a he 
goat which regularly gave mi’k. According 
to the famed 8t. Francis Xavier, in the 
year 1546, in the island of Amboya, h2 found 
“a he goat giving suck to his young kids 
with his own milk. He had one _ breast 
which gave every day as much milk ee 
would fill a basin (size of tasin not men- 
tioned.) This” the saintly Jveuit wrote, “I 
saw with my own eyes.”’ 

Oddities of War. 

Contrary to general opinion, the improve- 
ment in firearms has not increased the 
murderous results of battles. The battles 
which have been fought in the South 
American wars since 1890 show that only 
one out of each seventy-nine men engaged 
~was killed. In the Franco-German war 
of 1870-71 in each fifty-three met death, 
while in the Crimean war one in each thir- 
ty-five of the effective force was left dead 
on the field. In. our great civil war one 
out of every sixty-five men was Killed, and 
one in each ten wounded. In Napoleon's 
early wars one out of each twenty-eight 
was killed.and every fourth man wounded, 
and in the early British conflicts as high 
an average as one death to each nineteen 
engaged is reported. 

A Sheep That Hibernates. 


Unlike most curtous creatures of the ani- 
mal creation the Persian sheep has “two 
chief peculiarities.’’ During the spring 
and summer months it accumulates an 
enormous amount of fat im its tail, that ap- 
pendage frequently becoming so enormous- 
ly enlarged as to weigh from forty to sixty- 
five pounds, a two-wheeled cart being pro- 
vided for its reception by most of the shep- 
herds who raise this peculiar breed of ani- 
mais. Its other “chief peculiarity” is this: 
During the winter or dry season the big- 
taled sheep becomes dormant, hibernating 
like a bear, thus consuming the fat stored 
up in its tail during the more favorable 
months. : :

Frequently young negroes are arraigned 
in the recorder’s court charged with minor 
offenses, The recorder often allows the de- 
fendants to decide whether they will take 
thirty lashes on the back or go to the 
chaingang for a term or pay a fine.. The 
defendants or their parents will select the 
whipping. It is cheaper, Over sooner and 
has a more salutary effect than the chain- 
gang or a fine. The whipping is administered 
at the city barracks and is not compulsory.

Announcements Made for the Legisla- 
ture—A Populist Meeting. 
Greenesboro, Ga., August 5.—(Special.)— 
The race for the democratic nomination for 
the legislature is beginning to warm up, 
and candidates are shaking the hands of 
the people, Greene is entitled to two rep- 
resentatives.

The populists hold a mass meet'ng here 
next. Wednesday for the purpose of nomi- 
nating their candidates. It {s not Known 
who will be the nominees. It is expected 
that Judge Hines and Mr. Watson will 
be present and address the meeting. Those 
in a position to know express the opinion 
that the populists are not so strong as 
they were two years ago, and that the 
success of the democratic ticket is assured 
by an even larger majority than in 1892. 
‘Major R. L. McWhorter, who was one 
of their strongest leaders, is out in a card 
this week in which he renounces his alle- 
giance to the populists and strongly shows 
wherein the hope of Georgia and the south 
lies in democratic success. Ye has a 
strong follo-ving and his withdrawal from 
the populists will bring considerable 
strength to the democracy. In the recent 
demccratic primary about 600 votes were 
cast, which is about two-thirds of the 
white vote of the county. The colored 
voters generally will not go with the 
populists. Jt is safe to put Greene in the 
democratic column with an increased ma- 
jority over 1892.

RECITING THE STATE LAW TO THEM 


Recent Suicides Have Occurred.and It 
Was Impossible to Aeorrtain W bo 
' Sold the Poison. 


Augusta, Ga., August 5.—(Special.)—Again 
the restriction of the sale of poisons and 
narcotic drugs is being prominently brought 
before the public. ‘Messrs. Austin, & Park, 
attorneys, of Atlanta, representing the 
state board of pharmacy, have sent the fol- 
lowing circular to g good many grocery 
stores"in Augusta, and notified them that 
they will be prosecuted if cases of vio- 
lating the law can be made out against 
them. The following is the circular: 

“To regulate the sale of poisons in this 
state. 

“Section 1. It shall be unlawful for any 
person to furnish by retail any poisons 
enumerated in schedules A and B, ‘as fol- 
lows: ' 
“SCHEDULE A. 

“Arnsemia—Piowler’s solution, Donovan's 
solution, arsenious acid, arsenite ammonia. 
Acid—Prussic. Mercury—Biniodide, corro- 
Sive sublimate, red precipitate. Morphia— 
Acetate, bromide, muriate, sulphate, va- 
lerianate and solutions, oil bitter almonds. 
Opium—Laudanum, tincture opil deodarata, | 
tincture opii acetata, fluid and solid extract 
of potassium cyanide. Strychnine—Sul- 
phate, muriate. Alkaloids—Avonitia, atro- 


pia, brucia, codeia, conila, emetia, Mmar- 

cotina, nicotia, veratria, etc. 
“SCHEDULE B. 

“Aconite—Belladonna, cantharides, col- 


chium root, colchium seed, cotton root, 
digitalis, ergot, henbane, nux vomica. Sa- 
vin, including their tinctures, fluids and 
solid extracts, wines and oils, carbolic 
acid and solution. Chloral hydrate, chlo- 
roform, creosote, croton oil, chromic aelid, 
muriatic acid, nitric acid, nitrous acid, 
ntro-muriatic acid, oxalic acid, phosphoric 
acid, sulphuric atid, sulphurous acid, sul- 
phate of zinc.” 

It is a misdemeanor to violate the above 
law-and is punishable by a fine not ex- 
ceeding $1,000) The above extract of the 
law shows the medicines that can only be 
sold by a registered druggist or pharma- 


cist. 

The recent suicides and attempts at sul- 
cide throughout the state have brought 
about this action. \ 

Right here, in Augusta, in June, Bessie 
Cole, a member of the demi-monde, at- 
tempted to end her miserable existence bv 
taking two ounces of laudanum. A week 
later, Annie Kelly, a white woman, who 
was infatuated with a Chinaman, success- 
fully did the job and passed in her checks. 
The empty vials, in which the deadly poison 
had been, were both entirely devoid of any 
label to show of whom the-drug had been 
purchased. Thus there was no.clue as to 
where it came from, and the criminality of 
some clerk was evident. 

The physicians here say that it:is not 
unfrequently that morphine, paregoric, 
opium, chloroform and other drugs are solid 
in this way; frequently by persons who 
have no license and, in fact, no consciences. 

Morphine Eaters. 


The number of morphine eaters is largely 
on ‘tthe increase and it is a well-known fact 
that opium is.smoked by others than Chi- 
nese citizens, and there are no few ‘‘dope 
fiends’’ in Augusta. 

If the law touching the sale of drugs 
and poisons was strictly enforced, these 
crimes and habits would, in a great meas- 
ure, be suppressed. The law requires that 
each druggist shall keep a register, and 
when poisons are sold the name of the pur- 
chaser, his residence, the purpose for which 
the drug is to be used, the date and hour 
of sale, shall be duly written on the rec- 
ord. Besides the druggist must be perfect- 
ly aware of the condition of the purchaser; 
whether he is not drunk or insane or 
whether his statements are entirely respon- | 
sible. At one time drug clerks in Augusta 
were rather lax in the observance of the 
requirements, but several little incidents of 
a sensational nature, a year or so ago, put 
them more on their guard. 

It is understood from reliable authority 

that no less than three flagrant cases have 
come to light in this city recently, and 
that the offenders will be prosecuted to the 
full extent of the law. The mattér has been 
kept very quiet, as it was hoped that other 
offenders would be spotted and brought to 
justice. 
It is stated that in a great many small 
stores about the city laudanum is openly 
sold in quantities and frequently sold to 
children. The Medical Society of Augusta 
is going to have all this matter corrected.

ATLANTA, GA., August 6, 1894. 
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What Atlanta Needs. 

There can be no question about the 
fact that every effort should be made 
by the people of Atlanta to get an 
efficient mayor and council for the en- 
suing term. In making this statement, 
The Constitution has no intention of 
intimating that the city. is laboring un- 
der any sort of déficiency in this direc- 
tion at the present time—but under the 
law the mayor, aldermen and council- 
men whose term expires at the end of 
the year are ineligible for re-election. 
Neither do we mean to intimate that it 
is not always important to get good 
men to fill these places. We know very 
well, however, that mistakes are some- 
times made, and when this happens the 
city always suffers. 

But at this particulaft juncture, ‘the 
people of Atlanta cannot afford to make 
a mistake. The history of our city cov- 
ers only fifty years, and at no time 
during that period has there been a 
more urgent or a more imperative de- 
mand for good men to take charge of 
our municipal affairs. 

In war and in peace Atlanta has been’ 
- more widely advertised than any city 
. of its size in America, and it was never 
more widely advertised than it is at 
this moment. A Texan congressman 
stated in Washington a short time ago 
that he had received resolutions from 
every organization in his district, ex- 
cept the Salvation Army, urging him to 
support the Atlanta exposition. All this 
means that we must be prepared in 
every particular to meet the great ex- 
pectations that have been aroused. 

It is true that we have men in charge 
of our exposition management who are 
fully capable of carrying that great en- 
terprise to a successful culmination, if 
its success depended on their efforts 
alone. But all the good work that these 
men have done or may do can be néga- 
tived and ruimed by an inefficient or a 
contentious city government. 

At best, we are going to have a trying 
ordeal with our exposition. The world’s 
fair held at Chicago, with its ma gnifi- 
cent buildings and displays, is ‘calcu- 
lated to overshadow any exposition that 
may be held in this country for years to 
come. We may be prepared to expect 
that people who visited that exposition 
will be somewhat disappointed when 
they visit ours, but not 10 per cent of 
the people of the south Atlantic and 
southwestern states were able to see the 
Columbian show. 

But we have seen, in the success of 
the California mid-winter exposition 
what can be accomplished by enter- 
prise when it goes hand in hand with 
individuality. While the Cotton States 
and International exposition does not 
pretend to compete with the scope and 
magnificence of the Columbian exposi- 
tion, yet it is absolutely necessary that 
what is displayed here shall be as well 
displayed as it was at Chicago. More- 
over the management here must be as 
perfect here as it was there, and there 
must be complete accord betweeh the 
city authorities and the purposes of 
those who have control of the exposi- 
tion. There must be no disappointment 
from any source on these lines. In 
other words, the purposes of Atlanta in 
regard to the exposition must be so 
unified in the management of the city 
and in the management of the great en- 
terprise that thare can be no conflict 
of any sort. 

For these reasons, and to this end, it 
is important to all our citizens to give 
their undivided attention to the selec. 
tion of the very best men for ovr munict- 
pal government. Laying aside ali dif- 
ferences and personal preferences, let 
us look to the single purpose of getting 
men who will stand the test ana 


respond to the demands made on them.

the people can rely to discharge all the 
duties devolving upon them in any and 
every emergency, 

With this end in view, we can make 
no mistake. Canon Farrar says that 
“luck is the essence of forethought,” and 

Atlanta has always been a lucky city. 
We trust our citizens will carefully con- 
sider the importance of the suggestions 
we have made and act for the best in- 
terests of the city when the time comes 
to act. ;

The discussion now going on a& to the 
cause of the hard times in the United 
States is bringing out Many strange 
suggestions, 

The most strik'ng is that America is 
now becoming the land of the absen- 
tee. For the meaning of this word we 
must go to Ireland, where the article 


rounded him, or who were dependent 
upon him. No matter how luxurious a 
millionaire might live, his very extrava- 
gances kept his money in circulation 
and gave employment to those who 
catered to him. 

But now all this is changing. Men 
like Astor scour the country for their 
rents and dividends, which they carry 
over to England and which they spend 
there. The property which they own 
in the United States. annually presents 
& scene stich as would be left in the 
wake of a devastating fire. The foolish 
Bradley-Martins of the country sell 
their daughters to foreign husbands and 
send millions annually after them to 
preserve their charms and to pay 
gamblers and usurers. One newspaper 
property in the eountry alone sends 
$700,000 in dividends to Paris. Thus it 
is that the country is raked and scraped 
for the millions which are to be spent 
in Europe. Immense estates in New 
England are locally represented by half- 
paid caretakers, who forward the fat 
of the land to the former Sussex county 
washerwoman, now trying to buy a 
prince for her freckle-faced daughter. 

Nor is, this all. It is estimated that 
fifty thousand Americans cross the 
ocean annually. A moderate estimate 
of their expenses would be $500 each, 
or $25,000,000 in all. 

Just think of it—twenty-five million 
dollars a year lifted up and carried 
clear out of the country to be spent upon 
English snobs, French dudes and Italian 
lazzaroni. It is no wonder that people 
who thus despoil their own country 
should be brought face to face with 
financial stringency. There is no 
Other couniry in the world that 
could have stood the drain so 
long. If American absenteeism con- 
tinues to grow at this rate the common 
people of the country will, in time, find 
themselves reduced to the condition of 
Ireland in her worst days. 7 


Our Free: Coinage Platform. 

The Macon Telegraph appears to be 
anxious to engage in a controversy over 
the scope and meaning of the financial 
declaration in the state democratic plat- 
form. It seems to be in.a quiver of ex- 
citement over the meahing of “parity,” 
and is trying hard, if we can get at its 
meaning, to convince itself that when 
the convention demanded the free coin- 
age of silver just as soon as a bill could 
be passed, that body meant something 
else quite different. 

Consequently, it has squatted behind 
the word “parity” and is now engaged 
in grinning at The Constitution and at 
the state democracy from that place of 
concealment. It declares that it will 
not add to the harmony of the party 
for The Constitution to maintain that 
the convention meant what it said about 
the free coinage of silver.

The subject of Dr. Williamson’s address 
was “The River Jordan.” He began his 
discourse by saying: “I do not Know what 
to call this address. It is not @ sermon nor 
yet a lecture. It is delivered in the hope 
that it may stir in yout minds some 
thoughts that may be helpful. 

“The Jordan is the best known river in 
the civilized world. There must be a rea- 
soh and an adequate réason for it. It has 
its sourte in the melting snows of lofty 
Hermon. It flows through the waters of 
Merom, which is on a level with the Medi- 
terranean sea, into the sea of Galilee. The 
fall between these two bodies of water, 
only distant about eleven miles, is 680 feet, 
making of the Jordan in places a moun- 
tain torrent. From Galilee to the Dead sea 
is a direct line of sixty-four miles. The 
tertuous bed of the river makes it about 
200 miles, according to the explanations of 
Lieutenant Lynch. In the 200 miles there is 
another fall of about 620°feet, so that within 
seventy-five miles, in a straight line, the 
river falls more than 1,300 feet. There are 
certain properties of rivers which make 
them famous. For length and volume of 
water, the Amazon, stretching itself 500 
miles into the ocean, and the Mississippi, 
upon which the government has already 
expended about $10,000,000, stand as the great 
rivers of the world. The Jordan has no

They 
all land in idiocy. I have seen men at the 
summer watering places, through fashion | 
the mere wreck of what they once were. 
Sallow the cheek. Meager of limb. Hollow 
at the chest. Showing no animation save 
in rushing across a room to pick up a lady’s 
fan. Simpering along the corridors, the 
same compliments they simpered twenty 
years ago. A*New York lawyer, at United 
States hotel, Saratoga, within one hearing, 
rushed across a room to Say to a sensible 
woman, “you are as sweet as peaches!”’ 
The fools of fashion are myriad. Fashion 
not only destroys the body, but it makes 
idiotic the intellect. 

Yet, my friends, I have given you only 
the milder phase of this evil. It shuts a 
great multitude out of heaven. The first 
peal of thunder that shook Sinai declared: 
“Thou shalt, have no other God before me,”’ 
and you will have to choose between the 
goddess of fashion and the Christian God. 
There are a great many seats in heaven, 
and they are all easy seats, but not one 
seat for the devotee of fashion. Heaven is 
for meek and quiet spirits. Heaven is for 
those who think more of their soul than of 
their bodies. Heaven is for those who have 
more joy in Christian charity than in dry 
goods religion. Why, if you wish your idol- 
atry of fashion should somehow ‘Pet into 
heaven, you would be for putting a French 
roof on the “hhouse of many mansions.”’ Give 
up this idolatry of fashion, or give up heav- 
en. What would you do standing beside the 
countess of Huntington, whose joy it was
